one yet knows how one our least 
favorite newsmakers, the Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS), 
transmitted, but this point blood and 
sexual contact seem the two most likely 
ways.

Law Library. Situated the 12th floor 
Boston’s Pemberton Square courthouse, 
the privately operated research facility 
houses wide assortment contem- 
porary legal tomes, well extensive 
Colonial and common-law collections.

But Boston attorney 
Robert Brink, director special projects 
the library, changing all that.

American Lawyer, Brink has put together 
impressive drive save the library. 
Using novel approach that involved 
major matching grant from Boston 
charity, $20,000 from the Massachusetts 
Bar Foundation, and $300-a-head con- 
tributions from least superior-court 
judges, Brink put the arm the city’s 
top law firms.

those who live glass houses should not 
throw stones, and the hydrant 
pissing the dog: deeply gratified 
that had childhood companions fully 
versed the subtleties language and 
literature. Else, could not come with 
such ripostes. 

And what riposting? some 
very unpleasant news, fact. The news 
comes out Europe, which east 
Nahant, and though not all funny, 
does give parochial Bostonians 
rare tell others stop 
lecturing us, for they are truly 
despicable are. But stop there, 
nothing more than exercise that 
sweet piece revenge, doing 
ourselves disservice. 

The first piece news comes from the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. The center publishes 
just what its title says, and right there 
between the accounts racial con- 
frontation Painesville, Ohio, and 
cross burnings Cumberland, Rhode 
Island, and Wrentham, Massachusetts 
news from Stockholm, Sweden, 
Europe. 

The report, dated the winter 1982, 
says, “Racial violence bearing the mark 
the KKK and neo-Nazi influence has 
plagued this nation the last four 
months. Segelthorp, Stockholm 
suburb, Chilean family found burning 
cross their lawn. Three other incidents 
documented. The Klan exists Sweden 
but its connection with groups this 
country unclear. Other incidents 
firebombings, smashed windows, and 
spray-painted swastikas 
linked the skinheads, groups 
teenage toughs who shave their heads 
and wear heavy boots. Claiming that 
they just don’t like immigrants, skin- 
heads have targeted Greeks, Turks, and 
Latin American immigrants for harass- 
ment. Skinheads are often linked neo- 
Nazi organizations and Britain are 
associated with the racist National 
Front.”

The second piece news comes 
way recent edition the Economist, 
story entitled “Town hall racism.” 
The magazine’s Paris correspondent re- 
ported that local politicians were “trying 
capitalize widespread public anxie- 
over immigrants. Some were claim- 
ing that Arab immigrants had taken 
Marseille from its native French citizens. 
the old “they’ve taken over our 
neighborhood” theme, sung every eve- 
ning Boston the rising the moon. 
Some French pols implied that the 
eviction four million foreign workers 
would aid the nation’s two million 
unemployed. The problem that most 
Frenchmen take the grubby 
Germany nervous about Turks; Britain 
upset West Indians, Pakistanis, and 
Indians; Belgium bothered North 
Africans. And outrageous unemploy- 
ment overseas only aggravates the ten- 
sion. 

The “hydrant urinating 
reflex occasioned such state 
affairs because for many years Euro- 
peans properly attacked American 
racism. is, course, easier attack 
racism when everyone your nation 
one race when, minorities exist, 
they are not considered threat. 
racism has become more evident 
certain leaders still other 
geographic areas have concluded that the 
racism the indisputable heritage 
colonial past. 

The Russians were eager join the 
criticism the West, course. One 
take their criticism too seriously, for two 
good reasons. First, the Russian Slavs 
have history racist attitudes toward 
Jews and Moslem minorities. Second, the 
only white men garrisoned Third 
World outposts who are more unpopular 
than Americans are Russians. 

Well, then, certainly the Third World 
criticism has some credibility, no? Yes? 
Maybe? Cambodians despise the Viet- 
namese. Oh. And the Chinese not 
trust the Japanese. Oh. And when Hindu 
massacred 1000 Moslems recently, even 
dispassionate observer could sense bit 
racism there. 

Zimbabwe, formerly Rhodesia, cer- 


tainly needs lessons racism. 
Rhodesian whites may not have matched 
the cruelty their South Afrikaaner 
counterparts, perhaps, but they didn’t 
win any Urban League citations either. 
Now Robert Mugabe, the prime min- 
ister, fights with his chief black com- 
petitor, Joshua Nkomo. Politics are 
politics, one might say, but one better 
know first that the fighting tribal 
political. Mugabe Shona, and 
Nkomo Ndebele, and the two tribes 
think little each other. 

Black tribes can and practice 
bigotry, just white Ulstermen do. 
enlightened Canada, there are English- 
who 
speak ill each other, put politely, 
and enlightened Israel, some Jews 
European origin have uttered some 
stupid, racist sentiments about Jews from 
North Africa. Even Latin Americans, 
who seem have come closest 
measure racial harmony, tend sporadi- 
cally have eradicating local 
tribes Indians. 

Some liberals may consider impolite 
acknowledge the reality racism 
the Old World and the Third World. 
hell with being polite. hard-put 
think nation where racism, some 
form bigotry, not issue. too 
many places, racism more than 
platform, or, worse, ingredient 
official state policy. 

Race, after all, convenient issue. 
one really wants hear about the 
complex factors that increase unemploy- 
ment. So, then, blame the Arabs 
Marseilles. The province Assam feels 
cut off and alienated from the govern- 
ment New Delhi. Well, then, why not 
take out your frustrations hacking 
away unarmed women and children 
different religious and cultural back- 
ground? The city Boston littered 
with trash; its blocks are pockmarked 
with blight; its psyche damaged 
perception that mugger lurks every 
alleyway. There are those among who 
would blame one minority another. 
The whites and blacks blame each other, 
and both exercise their frustrations 
beating and harassing Vietnamese 
and Cambodians. 


The race issue real enough every- 
where, and given that could 
century more before people stop 
noticing one race, the question 
not how avoid the race issue, but 
how use it. It’s easy enough figure 
out how use race unify and destroy 
Hitler railed against the Jews, thereby 
unifying the Nordic Germans, who 
eagerly disposed the hated minority. 

had fewer examples how 
use race unify and build. The com- 
mon-sense answer build coalitions 
races around issues common 
concern. Boston, cited often and 
accurately for its bigotry, also has been 
place where different ethnic groups have 
come together unlikely alliances. 
the South End, Dorchester, and Jamaica 
Plain, blacks, whites, and Latinos have 
worked together for safe streets, better 
housing, more city services, and favored 
political candidates. the late 1960s, 
blacks and whites different 
neighborhoods found common cause 
battling proposed highway- and airport- 
expansion plans. Massachusetts Fair 
Share manages fill entire rooms with 
black and white neighborhood leaders 
who seem have problems working 
together neighborhood, city, and state 
issues. And what Fair Share has done 
locally, groups like National People’s 
Action have done nationally. 

Politicians, anyone, should recognize 
the potential benefits inherent the race 
issue. The late Richard Daley, the long- 
time mayor and boss Chicago, ran 
integrated machine, which one Harold 
Washington expected win election 
April and thus become that city’s 
first black mayor got his start. Years 
ago, when Boston had West End and 
was afflicted with warfare among the 
white ethnics, that ward boss, 
Martin Lomasney, saw his turf change 
from Irish melting pot, and promptly 
ensured equal access patronage and 
power such species Italians and 
Jews. 

These are, sadly, the exceptions rather 
than the rule. The rule too often 
disharmony and disorder, promoted 
either events design. Miami, for 
example, events have conspired create 
hellish situation for all races. few 
months ago, Latino cop killed young 
black under suspicious circumstances, 
thereby prompting riot. The cop has 
been charged with manslaughter. Some 
Cubans are concerned that the criminal- 
justice system witch hunt. Blacks 
are concerned that the cop sent 
away, the streets will erupt again. And 
change venue outside the Miami 
area could result redneck jury that 
would acquit even brown Cuban for 
having wasted black. 

And then there design. Montgom- 
ery County, Maryland, liberal, high- 
income, predominantly white area, there 
has also been increase 
violence. The Southern Poverty Law 
Center implies that KKK demonstration 
held recently neighboring Washing- 
ton, DC, the cause. Possibly was one 
cause.

Square pegs: Cambridge

Last December, after receiving 
anonymous telephone com- 
plaint, Wade investigated ac- 
cusation that while catering the 
annual Christmas party the 
Weymouth Elks Home, Domenic 
Silvestro was wearing dirty 
clothes and mixing the chicken 
salad with his bare hands, all the 
while smoking cigar. The caller 
said the cigar ashes were adding 
little extra seasoning the salad 
mixture. Although Wade ques- 
tioned Silvestro, further action 
was taken the matter. (Dan 
Kercz, Elks entertainment-com- 
mittee chairman, 
Phoenix that he, too, received 
complaints from three partygoers 
who were unhappy about the 
way Silvestro was handling the 
food.)

This latest scandal, course, 
has meant the end Domenic 
and canteen the 
Cambridge office building.

Like its sister 
restaurants Chien (I) and Wei Ta, both 
Harvard Square, Chien has some 
exceptional flavors and good prices. Its 
portions are perhaps even heartier than 
those the other two. This 
Mandarin-Szechuan restaurant for 
gourmands. 

Why else would the menu list crispy 
braised duck with oyster sauce ($8.95) 
appetizer? obvious banquet 
dish. Although the menu claims 
half duck, since when does half duck 
have two drumsticks? The sauce was 
simple matter wine 
flavors, not overly oysterly, but the 
pieces were meaty and delcious, with the 


skin slightly crisped. The combination 
crisp skin and juicy flesh what the 
Chinese chefs have worked for centuries 
and took half home for another 
lunch. 

Bon bon chicken ($4.50) was another 
lumberjack’s portion. they have 
lumberjacks Szechuan? This was big 
dish heaped with shredded chicken, 
shredded cucumbers, and shredded cab- 
bage. The sauce was hot peanut-butter 
number, milder here than many 
restaurants, where bon bon chicken 
often the hottest all Szechuan dishes. 
This was hot enough, but not crunchy 
sophisticated some. was definitely 
the bon bon chicken for when 
hungry, perhaps the summer. This was 
hot (spicy) dish served cold (refriger- 
ated). 

Dun dun noodles ($2.50) was the same 
dish the key pasta. Just cukes for 
relief, and this sauce, said sesame- 
based, was just like the bon bon chicken

sauce, only thinner. The dish was also 
smaller than the bon bon chicken, 
though was intended real 
appetizer. 

Listed main dishes were just big 
the appetizers. The best tasted was 
shiang sliced jumbo shrimp ($6.75). The 
shrimp were sliced the long way, they 
curled into medium-sized shrimp, but 
powerful number medium-sized 
shrimp. shiang dishes are supposed 
fragrant, and this one was 


exception. Sweet and hot, garlicky and 
peppery turns each bite revealed 
another facet the flavor. The 
gelatinous black fungi seemed hold 
the sweetness the sauce; the water 
chestnuts seemed absorb the smoky 
flavor Szechuan peppercorns. 

Orange-flavor sliced beef ($6.95) came 
another big portion. seemed 
about steak and half had gone into 
this plate. The flavor was good and spicy, 
with the orange aroma from stir-fried 
dried orange tangerine peel. The only 
flaw the dish was certain flouriness. 
Perhaps there was cornstarch the 
marinade that wasn’t cooked crisp? 
Orange-flavor beef one all-time 
favorite dishes, but has gone slightly 
out style, one makes quite 
right. correspondent Helen Murray, 
who eats Szechuan restaurants even 
more often than do, close follower 
the orange-flavor-beef situation, and 
reported perfect one years.

GREAT RECKONING 


Elizabeth Bishop: Poetry poise

“he enjoyed her poems more than 

anybody else’s.” John Ashbery termed 
her writer’s writer.” James 
Merrill she was “our greatest national 
treasure” and the author poems “more 
wryly radiant, more touching, more 
unaffectedly intelligent than any written 
our lifetime.” 

The Complete Poems 
Straus Giroux, 287 pages, $17.50) gathers 
one volume the life work Elizabeth Bishop, 
the poet most admired and celebrated our 
other most admired and celebrated poets.

supervised (Bishop died 1979), plus various 
hitherto uncollected works. Most significant 
among the latter are four late, stunning

Although Bishop has recurrent concerns 
(travel, dreams, domesticity, the changing 
natural world, and the incidental minutiae 
her life, among others), these never harden 
into positions. The darting, probing 
disposition her mind suggests kind 
conversation about the world that not 
crude argument systematic debate, 
one which the terms and points view 
the speakers keep moving and turning. For 
instance, her poems explore our efforts 
domesticate what find alien and strange 
even they suggest perpetual homelessness; 
with language and memory that 
construct our identities and establish place 
for ourselves, also true that these tools are 
terrifying and unreliable. Thinking about 
Bishop, reminded T.S. Eliot’s famous 
line about Henry James: had mind 
fine that idea could violate course, 
meet with ideas her poems, only they 
are, James, most often about perspective, 
language, tone, and point view short, 
ideas that tend subvert the general 
statements usually call “ideas.” her 
poem “Santarém,” after attempting puff 
with Biblical quotation her fondness for the 
city where great rivers,” the and 
the Amazon, meet, Bishop ironically glances 
herself, 

Even one were tempted

That the island described her great poem 
“Crusoe England” has “one kind 
aridity. The same principle appearing The 
Complete Poems speaks her scrupulous 
generosity. 

Bishop’s place recent literature less 
winningly elusive. Her work does not belong 
any convenient school. The juvenilia, all 
which now have for the first time, suggest 
that she was learning equally from the 
“sprung rhythms” Gerard Manley Hopkins 
and the verse the late ‘20s, 
writing probably most familiar the 
form Edna St. Vincent Millay. Her mature 
poems flaunt their few influences almost not 
all.

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“Symphony birds they never were 


Balanchine’s swan song 
Boston Ballet gets its legs

wrote, “There are many scarcely nubile girls who 

dream becoming the show, the plaything, the 
licentious masterpiece some middle-aged man. 
ugly dream that punished its fulfillment, morbid 
thing George Balanchine served his own appren- 
ticeship, under impresario Serge Diaghilev, during the 
‘20s Paris. Returning the Paris Opera Ballet guest 
ballet master 1947, was back the very stage that 
had gloried great Odettes city that would 
always glorify the jeune fille. And was there that 
created his cristal,” ballet about appren- 
ticeships: the turning girls into dancers and dancers 
into swans. also about licentious master- 
pieces. 

The work, subsequently renamed “Symphony C,” 
became classic and now the repertoire ballet 
companies all around the country. Choreographed 
movements: Allegro Vivo, Adagio, and two 
Allegre Vivaces. With its lightly starched rhythms and 
in-flight melodic line, symphony was the perfect 
vehicle for ballet. Not only 
like Swan Lake having four acts (movements) but the 
structure roughly analogous. And just the heart 
Swan Lake the scene which the prince first sees, 
captures, desires, and dances with Odette, all 
mournful oboe solo the second act, the moral 
center resides the oboe adagio its 
second movement. 

the Boston Ballet’s production the piece the 
Colonial Theater last week (part its first repertory 
series), this adagio elicited inspired performance 
Marie-Christine Mouis (who trained and danced the 
Paris Opera Ballet before moving Boston) 
performance that eclipsed the bright but not brilliant 
dancing the corps. Their sylvan bodies poised, and 
flocked dove-grey-and-silver tutus, the Boston Ballet 
dancers snapped into tendu the first beat the 
music. “Symphony” made entirely elementary 
exercises and darting, shifting 
tendus) and traditional swan steps from the Petipa- 
Ivanov version Swan Lake. Balanchine sets the 
present tense classroom attack and repetition against 
the past-tense sensuality the swan; smooths the 
rhythmic nap the music letting the corps join into 
the swan steps, and then roughs the matte finish 
setting staccato lesson steps behind the sustained solo 
variations. Playing the light the score against the dark, 
creates effect like that shaking sheet tin 
make stage lightning. 

Balanchine takes apart Odette’s soliloquy, her intona- 
tions fear, desire, pride, and undermined majesty, and

has the dancers reiterate just steps. The 


pointe quick snatching together the 
toes, from any position, that leaves the dancer 


perfectly upright stance); the wary repose one 
arm/wing crossed protectively over the lap the tutu, 
the other arm hooding the face; the emotional whirling 
and diving, and course the arrow-strong arabesque 
relevée, arms drawn back like raised wings, suggesting 
both flight and the crossbow Odette flees deprived 
their plot these are just sous-sus, pirouettes, and 
arabesques. 
was only when Marie-Christine Mouis put the 
poetry back together her audaciously sensual. and 
unsettling, manner that the Boston Ballet performance 
was innervated. the solo that has been called the most 
privileged the Balanchine repertoire, she found the 
bonbon black humor. Knowing what the music wants, 
and what Balanchine wanted, Mouis took every liberty. 
Dancing what seemed sub-beat, she moved through 
the music through familiar room darkened she 
anticipated with her entire body the space floating about 
the steps (they were, perhaps, the steps her dreamed- 
escape from mundanity these steps suffering). 


Stretching the larghetto momentums the adagio into 


the realm largesse absolutely calculated largesse 
she was, her nouveau grace, narcoleptic turns, and 
agonizingly sought arabesques penchées (an arabesque 
drawn forward into vertical split), one Mucha’s 
femmes fatales. times her slender, stem-like neck 
arched back against the music, almost terribly. 

Balanchine underlines the narcissism with 
one his loveliest images. Two corps dancers pose 
shallow lunge forward, clasp hands, and spread their 
arms make circle between them. they were 
holding large mirror, maybe they are well 
which she will seek her image. She carried her 
partner, silent grand jeté and set pointe first into the 
oracle, dispersing the dancers she touches the ground. 
Mouis treated her partner anonymity, the 
partner always young fantasy. 

This adagio has one the oddest ends ballet. The 
woman simply gives out. Her own arms frozen above 
her head poetic disarray, her partner 
promenade around her dead, still-pointed-in-sous-sus 
feet while she plays her fantasy out its bitter end. She 


‘is Emma Bovary enjoying her finest hour, secretly 


thrilling the grandiose role fate has dealt her. This 
one the most gorgeously vulgar displays classical 
dance. 

Mouis slightly larger version Natalia Makarova, 
from the Cupid’s-bow legs the spiny eloquence the 
back and shoulders. But her attack, though taut 
musculature, dreamy phrasing. When she brings 
her leg into passé (ballet’s gateway higher movement: 
the knee drawn and out, its toe pointing into the 
supporting knee), glides tightly reflex but 
from. there, her extensions blossem. Elaine 
Bauer, who:shared the role has deal 
professional finesse and wonderfully defined arms. 


She wears her technique like Chanel suit: understated, 
serene. But she was hardly there when she danced the 
second-movement adagio. Her abstracted approach 
worked much better the first movement. for the 
corps dancers, they don’t have the willful precision and 
unwitting attack that make for glamor instead 
well-groomed and earnest, which passable but not 
very interesting. They need more savoir-faire, and that 
come until they polish the carriage the neck 
and shoulders. New soloist Cynthia Tosh has shoulder 
regal that even among principals she’s hard stop 
watching. 

Nubile girls, middle-aged men, and masterpieces 
sounds like just another day the ballet. Perhaps 
Paris Balanchine had begun see the dirty stays, the 
vainglorious extremes, under all those feathers. What 
Odette, Giselle, and Aurora were, Colette would 
suggest, merely playing out their tragically conceived, 


self-fulfilling prophecies pandering the Polanski 


every heart? 

Swan Lake ends with both swan and prince dead and 
ascending apotheosis. The second-movement solo 
“Symphony apotheosis reverse: the swan 
queen becomes woman, and silly woman that. 
Perhaps this adagio was pact with himself 
his swan song consumptive psyches and the 
foundling myths ballet. Forever fascinated the 
female enigma, would again choreograph the darkly 
romantic longings young women (in “La valse,” for 
instance) but not morbid tones. 

Balanchine continued estrange story from ballet 
(though never lost his attraction mythological 
subject). His dances looked increasingly abstract, his 
great ballerinas were better musicians than tragedians. 
The story ballets did consent choreograph 
Quixote,” “Coppélia” were not motivated young 
suffering. Had the Crystal Palace provided 
glimpse into glass house? Balanchine threw some 
stones, then chose call the result “Symphony C.”

Igor Stravinsky had been asked write song 
about Eve, probably would have done nothing until 
first bought apple. Only after listening the 
rhythm its roll would have begun compose; 
elegy, minuet, whatever: would have begun. 
creative insurance and pet theorem, “The 
limits. generate the form,” was for him fullproof and 
leave home without it. 

And so, the Colonial curtain pulled open

the stage. Contemplating hand cards held out him 
black-suited arm reaching from the wing, was 
there realism the style Broadway billboard. 
How Stravinsky loved the theater! And how loved 
the challenge, the limitations, composing music about 
something human and formal deck cards. 

But Vaés’s painting was clever beginning ballet 
that was not much more than program filler. Cun- 
ningham, one the Boston resident choreo- 
graphers, seems have turned his back the 
backdrop. kept the traffic going solos, corps, 
capers and the like but showed insight beyond the 
obvious metaphor: dancers cards stacked deck. 
Perhaps had looked the music, with its sticky- 
wicket rhythms and melodic allusions, problem 
solved, might have conceived more original 
dance. It’s clear that well able deal out steps, but 
good choreography is, must be, stacked deck. And his 
answer was expedient, borrowed Balanchinian move- 
ment. The dancers were sloppy corps and 
uninspired their solos, well they should have been. 
They were stylistic man’s land when should 
have sent them through the looking glass. 

saw “La fille mal (The Unchaperoned 
Daughter) five performances, and got better each 
time. Not only was the dancing increasingly gracious, 
but the dancers began relish their roles and actually 
produce some comedy (all too rare any ballet 
company). Bruce Wells, another company choreogra- 
pher, tailored this chaste little ballet for the company 
1980 (the book and music “Fille” are the oldest any 
classical ballet still being performed). Although not 
inherently memorable, Wells’s choreography was sound 
musically and showed special sensitivity the talents 
the corps. The members looked happy their dances 
all clean technique and unforced timing. And the ballet 
genuinely funny. 

Sharing the leads were couples Laura Young and 
Medhi Bahiri, and Stephanie Moy and Christian 
Zimmermann.

Throughout the stanza these 
lines pull close, there has been the suggestion 
ancient and elemental power entering the poem, 
perhaps obtruding it, flowing and ebbing like the sea, 
apparently behind and beyond the descriptive details, 
yet also coexistent with them, much knowledge not 
entirely distinguished from the sea, the four 
elements undergo “transmutation.”

This drama, inseparable 
from the formal and verbal resources the poem, 
continues until the final lines, which contrive 
mysterious, but powerfully precise image strength 
and limitation.

Her elegy for Robert “North Haven,” sets his life 
amid cluster seasonal recurrences and pursues 
parallels. Recalling Lowell’s seemingly boundless ca- 
pacity for rewriting his poems, she depicts the singing 
returning birds with sure, light wryness, repeats 
herself, almost does: repeat, repeat, repeat, revise, 
revise, revise.” Yet matter how graceful and witty 
they might be, she keeps seeing through her cor- 
respondences. she guides the final stanza, she 
elaborates the hint “or almost does” and focuses 
instead differences and limits (Lowell’s and the 
turning season’s), pinpointing what the shifting scene 
has changed and hence cannot change: 

You left North Haven anchored its rock, 

afloat mystic blue... And now left 

for good. You derange, re-arrange, 

your poems again. (But the sparrows can their song.) 

The words change again. Sad friend, you cannot 

change. 

Much the experience reading work 
consists responding such moments. The shadings 
her voice and attitude, the sweep and adjustments her 
feelings, and the breadth her view all move and tease 
and convince though they evade summary. Her love for 
Lowell, her sympathy, her total engagement, and, above 
all, her sense loss and sorrow are palpable her 
detachment, her shrewd irony, and her far-sightedness.

Poems are more privileged and secure than houses 
cities. “The Map,” “Florida,” and 
“Poem” all address the tentative and provisional quality 
works art. the much-quoted line from “The 
Map,” “More delicate than the historians’ are the map- 
makers’ colors,” means both fragile and 
subtle. The poems that focus description, memory, 
and language which tend become her poems 
about writing are probing and tough-minded. 
“Crusoe England” the task describing the world 
for Crusoe literally nightmarish: have nightmares 
other islands ... knowing had live/on each and 
every one ... registering their flora,/their fauna, their 
geography.” And “Brazil, January 1502,” looking 
landscape becomes associated with elemental viola- 
tions. greets our eyes,/exactly must have 
greeted theirs,” the first settlers’, Bishop writes. But how 
did they greet it? “They ripped away into the hanging 
fabric,/each out catch Indian for himself those 
maddening little women ...” memory 
emerges not only source pain but existing 
exclusively cause pain. And “Crusoe England,” 
“The Monument,” and “Little among others, 
poke the limitations language and expression. 

Alongside, not really opposition these poems, are 
others which suggest that for Bishop there could 
choice but engage the world through language, 
memory, and description, despite the problems and 
shortcomings she sees them. This not merely any 
appreciation his medium; the situation much 
more daunting, volatile, and scary. poet Robert 
Pinsky has shown, through language and descrip- 
tion that the young girl “In the Waiting Room” stops 
“the sensation falling off/the round, turning 
world/into cold, space,” establishes her 
identity, and her relationship the turning world. 
“Language and observation are her weapons,” Pinsky 
writes, just they are for Crusoe and the speaker- 
observer “Florida,” her only means surviving her 
confrontation with the world. And for Bishop this 
encounter can never stop:

director Martin Scorsese has 

made career challenging his 
compassion. With each 
successive film, his hero, usually played 
Robert Niro, has become increas- 
ingly dislikable, and yet Scorsese insists 
that empathize with the brutes 
after all, likes them. But Scorsese’s 
methods are subversive. elicit 
compassion making his people in- 
gratiating, sweet beneath their for- 
bidding exteriors. Instead, lures 
into their warped inner world, where 
may find ourselves experiencing spooky 
impulses and visions never knew 
had. don’t think movie like Scorsese’s 
Taxi Driver creates John Hinckley, even 
though the man who shot Reagan 
derived his obsessions from it. But it’s 
easy see how Hinckley can get the 
wavelength Taxi Driver, because 
almost-everyone does little bit; may 
not endorse Travis madness, but 
certainly come understand it. Still, 
Scorsese can too far. Raging Bull, 
the pathologically jealous boxer Jake 
Motta was violent, primitive monster, 
stupid, destructive, and mad for glory, 
and trying make him worth caring 
about, Scorsese was forced into some 
strenuous moral backflips. The boxer 
became repository every 
inner violence, and then lamb God, 
and finally sort punch-drunk saint, 
doing endless penance for our sins. 
didn’t buy Raging Bull its hero not 
high list candidates for 
canonization but Scorsese least gave 
Motta feral magnificence, power 


that one admired even while 


the uses Motta put to. the time 
that admiration gave way pity, 
Scorsese had stretched compassion its 
limits. 

almost. his new film, The King 
Comedy, gives character base 
his holy palooka but means 
awe-inspiring. Motta was the kind 
psychotic who could give you night- 
mares, Niro’s Rupert Pupkin the 
kind who will force you change seats 
bus make you hurl your radio 
against the wall when calls 
late-night talk show. incorrigible 
celebrity leech, and he’s also wimp, 
doofus, nerd. Unlike the weeny types 


that actors from Eddie Bracken Woody 
Allen have played for years, he’s petty 
and mean-spirited; his insincerity reeks. 
And yet it’s not enough dismiss The 
King Comedy unpleasant story 
about unpleasant people, because 
Scorsese clearly likes grubby Rupert, 
thinks he’s funny and sad well 
dangerous. The more repugnant the 
character is, the more forced 
consider why continue egg him on, 
why feel fretfully complicitous his 
very repulsiveness. The King Comedy 
more squirmy than funny, end 
imagine that people sufficient cel- 
ebrity have suffered close encounters 
with Rupert Pupkins their own will 
find unforgivable. But for those who 
are once disgusted and party the 
celebration celebrity that has engulfed 
our culture for the last decade two, this 
daring, unnerving little movie, 
eerily convincing parable about how the 
blind yearning for fame has debased our 
dreams.

What Jerry cannot realize that the 
breezy gibble-gabble uses put 
Rupert off the same glib stuff Rupert 
and millions other fans watch Jerry tell 
his guests night after night, the stuff 
Rupert has learned accept the soul 
human discourse. When Jerry tells 
Rupert “Call the forcedly 
hearty manner with which might tell 
shaky new comedian the show 
come back real soon, Rupert thinks he’s 
been ushered into the inner circle. 
begins hanging around office, 
submitting tapes and dogging the 
secretaries until he’s ejected security 
guards.

brave, adroit, terribly ugly 
performance, and pretty soon the ugli- 
ness overcomes you. One weekend, 
Rupert’s manias take such fierce hold 
that convinces himself he’s been 
invited Jerry’s country home for the 
weekend, and invites Rita out there 
with him. Dressed gauzy peach party 
gown, with short, straight-haired wig, 
Rita looks like little girl playing 
debutante; she’s touchingly trusting and 
vulnerable.

must have been such creature. Unlike 
Buster Keaton, Woody Allen, even the 
man whom he’s always compared, 
Charlie Chaplin, Tati was cinematic 
clown who refused flood the screen 
with his own personality. Always the 
observer, took his pleasure record- 
ing the foibles the human race, seldom 
deeming necessary add them. 
course, anyone seen Tati’s most 
popular film, the 
roundelay Mr. Holiday, probably 
has affectionate memories the direc- 
on-screen alter ego, the gangly Mr. 
Hulot. Decked out pipe, golfer’s hat, 
and high-water trousers, 
hound face cross between Jimmy 
Stewart’s and William Tati 
appears his own films charming 
bumbler, middle-aged tenderfoot gaz- 
ing askance the chaos around him. His 
most distinctive feature his walk 
long, forward-leaning stride that gives 
him the appearance being the 
middle perpetual stumble. comic 
characters go, though, there’s never been 
much Hulot besides that walk and 
that nerdy apparel his. exists 
simply guide through 
agreeably cracked universe. 

That universe currently view 
the Jacques Tati Film Festival, playing 
through April the Orson Welles 
Cinema Cambridge. With the excep- 
tion Traffic, Tati’s 1972 poke the 
auto industry (and the last film 
completed before his death, last Novem- 
ber, the age 74), this month-long 
retrospective includes all fea- 
tures, devoting one week apiece Mr. 
Holiday (which has already 
completed its run); Jour féte (1949), 
amiable first film; Mon Oncle 
(1958), his sometimes scathing send-up 
mechanized modern living; and Play- 
time (1967), visionary satire modern 
Paris, and the one film that 
borders being masterpiece. Ads for 
the festival promise “four the funniest 
films from France’s most famous clown,” 
but enticing that come-on sounds, 
those never experienced 
stylized, understated world may 
thrown for loop. Here are comedies 


possible write, direct, and star 


made well into the sound era that feature 
almost verbal humor (indeed, for long 
stretches, hardly anyone them talks); 
here are movies that throw out conven- 
tional notions plot 
serving gallery middle-class 
buffoons; finally, here are movies 
which slapstick gags are placed front and 
center but gently, with none the 
pushiness one finds contemporary 
Hollywood comedies. Tati’s movies are 
delicate, lofty baubles assembled out 
thousand spare parts. they leave you 
once punch-drunk 
that’s because Tati wasn’t just ag- 
gressive gagsmith, out for laugh 
every scene (though certainly was 
that); was also conceptual comic 
who tinkered with ideas like after- 
hours inventor. was his peculiar talent 
turn tinkering into high satire. 

Jour féte, Tati plays rural, 
bicycle-borne mailman who sees docu- 
mentary the latest postal tech- 
niques. Devastated that the Americans 
are using electric mail sorters and, yes,

speed his own delivery service 
process that consists peddling his bike 
faster and shouting 
This quaint, Buster Keatonish 
scenario contains the seeds nearly all 
the comic concerns. For 
Tati’s grand premise that living 
world obsessed with “efficiency” has 
turned into race stumbling 
stooges. Mon Oncle, his updated riff 
Modern Times, has its main setting 
white suburban fortress crammed with 
the latest easy-living gimmicks. Sur- 
rounded forbidding fence, the place 
architectural) nightmare, plastic para- 
dise deep-dish chairs, bounceable 
coffee pots, and electric-eye garage 
doors. Topping all hideous fish- 
sculpture fountain that switched 
whenever someone visits the place. The 
plump, status-hungry couple who con- 
sider life among the gadgets heaven 
earth. Unfortunately, while 
parody middle-class materialism 
the mark, the movie does have its 
longueurs.

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can’t say Mr. Meisner seems happy 
with his new life, though took pains 
point out that not strenuously 
dissatisfied.

currents hatred that course 
through David Rabe’s 1974 piay, 
the Boom Boom Room, are 
bitter and tempestuous that spectator 
caught the vortex has the unpleasant 
sensation drowning bile. Chrissy, 
the go-go dancer who struts her stuff 
the eponymous chamber, hates her 
mother. Al, the bruiser 
marries, and abuses Chrissy, hates blacks 
(“I ain’t prejudiced, just hate 
and women. Susan, the lesbian hostess 
the nightclub, hates men. Most the 
characters hate whatever ethnic, racial, 
and sexual groups they happen not 
belong to. None these bad feelings, 
however, measures the contempt 
that Rabe has for the losers unfortunate 
enough trapped his play. The 
playwright hates the 
stupid Chrissy, who wants 
ballerina but, like the heroine Zola 
novel, caught fast track violent 
degradation. hates Chrissy’s father, 
big lout with dark and horrible secret. 
hates the various lugs, nerds, and 
fruits that invade Chrissy’s apartment, 
because they are, respectively, too 
macho, too ineffectual, and too ef- 
feminate. Coming out the Alley 
Theater, where this orgy ill will 
taking place, you feel soiled and suf- 
focated, ready give the first person 
who smiles you smack across the 
mouth. 

Rabe, whose Vietnam trilogy one 
the important playwrighting accomplish- 
ments the (The Basic 
Pavlo Hummel, the Tony Award-win- 
ning Sticks and Bones, and Streamers, 
which currently having its Boston 
the Lyric Stage), not, 
course, known for his magnanimity and 
sunny spirits. But those plays, Rabe’s 
ravings reflect even more nightmarish 
reality; his 
characters grow stature, encompassing 
guilt. Boom Boom Room, 
which probably the playwright’s most 
famous non-Vietnam work (though 
flopped when Joe Papp produced 
New York, with Madeline Kahn 
Chrissy), set Philadelphia the ‘60s. 
it, Rabe tries illuminate the war 
taking place the other side the 
world: while Pavlo and David Nelson are 
getting shot ‘Nam, outcasts like 
Chrissy and are being spiritually 
maimed the city brotherly love. It’s 
intriguing premise: Rabe seems 
view the garishly 
“Boom Boom the first circle 
inferno leading Southeast Asia. But 
doesn’t work. Whereas halluci- 
natory monologues are appropriate fun- 


nels for filtering the horror Vietnam, 
his rendering the Philadelphian demi- 
monde stridently exaggerated. The 
characters are victims, all right not 
misguided national aspirations, Rabe 
intends, but playwright who vents 
his ill-defined rage people unable 
absorb it. 

Beneath fury lies the con- 
descension snobbish social werker. 
Chrissy and are continually whining 
about the childhood traumas that ruined 
their lives, and the playwright greets 
their pat psychologizing with malicious 
laughter. think something bad was 
done when was Chrissy 
postulates, and eventually discover 
not only that her mom, charter member 
the Joan Crawford school planned 
parenthood, wished she had taken wire 
hanger Chrissy when the girl was just 
speck the womb, but that later on, 
her dad violated Chrissy with his 
Rabe cutely puts it. 
Likewise, eager explain away his 
violent behavior dredging old 
injuries. “When was kid was stabbed 
penknife, which maybe accounts for 
something,” reasons. 

Rabe, one our most feverishly facile 
playwrights, must consider himself the 
poet laureate the shell-shocked. 
can spin the grittiest monologues out 
the most trivial threads. Give him any 
subject diaphragms, for example 
and hand you back riff that cuts 
the center battered, 
alienated soul. The speeches that inform 
Boom Boom Room are terrific acting 
exercises, but they’re barely differen- 
tiated they could all coming from 
the same character. Strung together for 
staggering three hours, they block every 
emotional response but anger and impa- 
tience. 

doubt the Alley’s relentlessly grim 
production partly responsible for this 
unpleasantness. suppose the company 
should congratulated for taking 
chance with difficult, rarely produced 
play, and some the actors have never 
been better. Mark Cartier, for instance, 
has routinely made squirm with his 
weasely Boston Shakespeare Company 
performances, but here, Chrissy’s 
nerdy suitor, provides the only touch 
levity. Brooke Stark, 
Chrissy, has mastered the vocal nuances 
empty soul though her con- 
strained body movements quite fit 
the voice. Larry Blamire plays with 
sleepy brutality that’s downright scary; 
and Chrissy’s father, the massive 
Barry Doe even 
muttering imprecations while snapping 
leather belt. John Marzilli chillingly 
coy Chrissy’s gay neighbor, prancing 
around her apartment bunny suit. 
But the director, Elizabeth Appleby, just 
piles one intense performance top 
another. Individually, the scenes work 
well, but amassed without shap- 
ing, without variation, and with precious 
little humor. Watching the production, 
you can feel your eyes getting jaundiced 
all the energy drains out your body.

ainting difficult proposition 
these days.

Just what happens 
when the bolt from the UFO strikes the 
lonely tenement? That’s where the pic- 
ture gets fuzzy, like dream that once 
seemed dazzlingly clear but now eludes 
visual recall. 

Ferrandini seems enjoy cooking 
these fictitious disasters which the 
only characters are buildings, vehicles, 
and pieces landscape. childish 
vision the sense that though all the 
ingredients horror are present, one 
there suffer. His buildings and 
juggernauts recoil lunge, but their 
animation plainly fanciful. And yet 
who among not fascinated the 
prospect such disasters (say, California 
sliding into the sea when the San 
Andreas fault goes)? these images are 
personal inventions, they also have the 
psychological texture common 
vision, fed they are the visual 
vocabulary sci-fi flicks and comic- 
book classics. 

Ferrandini doesn’t pretend mak- 
ing high art, but his pictures, even his 
drawings, have 
make them worth looking even after 
the initial kick the image has worn off. 
one drawing, for example, 
hillside precipitous that turns the 
entire space the picture its side.

The lavish arrangements .Cross’s new 
Another Page are carbon copies those 
Christopher Cross (Michael Omartian produced 
both records), and once again, he’s employed 
veritable Hall Fame California-based backup 
singers (including Michael McDonald, Karla 
Bonoff, Don Henley, J.D. Souther, and Carl 
Wilson). The album even features that same dumb 
flamingo the sleeve. Yet for all the tailoring 
Cross obviously put into his long-awaited follow- 
up, those who loved his first album may find this 
one undernourished; it’s not that low spots 
predominate, but that the highs are scarce.

biguities the Velvet 
songs, the group 
has sent contradictory signals 
every listener. Iggy 
Stooges heard the nasty buzz 
“Sister Ray” “Hey! Hey! 
sucking ding dong” and 
came with violent aural 
sludge and vile outlook match 
it. 
looking this tune’s vulgarity, ap- 
plied its bichordal structure 
“Roadrunner” and went 
develop piquant romanticism 
right out the Velvets’ softer 
flank. The band’s flinty human- 
ism and drone are still tapped 
subpopular groups 
Dangerous Birds the Dream 
Syndicate, and, turn, younger 
fans have recharged and ex- 
panded the Velvets’ cult. But

hroughout the country, 
crisis. But there are 
isolated pockets 
necessary bases modern civ- 
ilization are well attended to. The 
Boston club scene one such 
region; spate recent activity 
has gone into improving the 
quality the locally available 
rock and roll sound. what 
prosperity isn’t really just around 
the corner? 

The Paradise has for long 
been the grande dame Boston 
clubdom that few nightlifers now 
remember, believe, its dis- 
reputable history. But years 
ago, before Don Law As- 
sociates redeemed the room, 


suffered several bleak incarna-. 


tions The Boston Club 
Dummy’s, catering mostly 
various student constituen- 
cies. Concert bookings big- 
name recording acts were spor- 
adic, which-was just well, since 
events there were seldom much 
fun. For one thing, sound rein- 
always slapdash and 
ecrable: the bare-brick walls were 
acoustically very lively, and sonic 
energy dissipated 
verberant mud. The action the 
front room was always per- 
ceptible from the back room, and 
vice versa; occasions when there 
were bands playing both 
stages were disasters. Moreover, 
visibility from the tables was 
often poor that the usual 
audience response was pack 
the dance floor like sardines. The 
bands didn’t like much either: 
rumors persisted rats the 
dressing room. 

Inspired the suc- 
cess the Bottom Line New 
York, Don Law formed partner- 
ship turn the dingy Boston 
Club into showcase nightspot. 
refurbished the place com- 
pletely, gave good scrubbing, 
padded the walls for better 
acoustics, moved the stage for 
better visibility, and called the 
end result the Paradise name 
the place deserved least 
what had for- 


merly been. notorious 
tables, which were bolted the 
floor, nevertheless offered 
much better view the stage 
than had 
possible. Perhaps most impor- 
tant, hired Dawson Sound, 
then one the premier sound 
companies this coast, install 
what was the time state-of- 
system. 
One this PA’s most impressive 
innovations were the custom- 
built wide-angle speaker 
cabinets, mounted unobtrusively 
the ceiling, arranged 
penetrate every nook the 
narrow room. was thundering 
success, and helped define the 
standards professionalism 
know, and take for granted, 
today. 

The latest phase the evol- 
ution the Paradise has just 
been completed. Last year, Law 
traded his interest the club 
Entertainment Inc., the 
same firm that operates the suc- 
cessful Metro and 
Lansdowne Street, about 
which more anon. (Ironically, the 
Metro building was once the site 
the Boston Tea Party Club, 
where Law learned his trade, 
the late ‘60s.) Law will still book 
national and international tour- 
ing acts into the Paradise for the 
new owners, who plan con- 
tinue offering live music five 
nights week. But Friday and 
Saturday nights will given 
activity that was sorely missed 
when the place was purely 
showcase club, and which has 
Spit and Metro. With that 
mind, the Metro 
novated the club this past De- 
cember and January: they un- 
bolted the seats and created 
dance floor, and they rebuilt the 
aging (according manager 
John Lyons, “We threw out 
everything that was longer 
state the installing 
additional complete system just 
for the dance music. 

This rebuilding constituted the 
most radical single change the 


house sound system since was 
first plugged in. The heart the

The Urei 525 
crossover splits the frequency 
spectrum into five wave bands, 
but the whole shebang effec- 
tively seven-way system: the 
midrange now stereo, and 
there are separate speakers for 
the midbass the floor and 
the ceiling. Power for everything 
follows: Urei 6500 
amplifier for the sub-woofers, 
Yamaha unit (another survivor 
the old system) running the 
midbass JBL speakers the 
ceiling, three Crown DC-300As 
for the floor midbass and the two 
channels midrange, and 
Crown D-150 and D-75 amps 
powering the highs 
highs respectively. The midrange 
horns are JBLs, with JBL 2441 
drivers; all the treble drivers are 
JBL tweeters. 

Besides the mains, the board 
can provide four distinct monitor 
mixes. These monitor feeds pass 


through their own 


(another bank and 
are then bi-amped with Crowns, 
offering considerable headroom 
before clipping: The club makes 
available six Eastern Acoustics 
Works 15-inch monitor cabinets. 
The price tag for the entire 
upgrade was approximately 
$22,000. 

The Paradise’s all new dance- 
music system, installed 
simultaneously with the re- 
novation, completely indepen- 
dent the stage system. But 
most the components and 
patches the dance system 
duplicate those its revitalized 
older brother; except that the 
discotheque arrangement doesn’t 
use mixing board 
extra monitors, the two con- 


figurations are almost mirror im- 


ages. The principal distinction 
that the stage sound must project 
with equal fidelity every seat 
and every corner the room, 
whereas the dance programming 
should ideally surround the 
people the floor with sound, 
and radiate less 
ipheries. The key speaker 
placement; the speakers the 
disco system are arranged more 
centrally, and include four RLA 
Americana cabinets, JBL three- 
way 180-degree radial horns, and 
array 
clusters JBL tweeters right 
the middle the room, assuring 
total coverage. The five-way fre- 
quency splitting comes from two 
crossovers working series 
RLA X-3000, and another Urei 
525; the equalizers are Urei 539s. 
Two Urei 6500 amps drive the 
lower and 
wavebands. Crown DC-300A 
provides power for the midrange, 
D-150 for the low tweeters, and 


before. Through this participa- 
tion, was hoped that the end 
users the systems would 
understand the room acoustics 
and the hardware capabilities 
equally well, and thus able 
produce optimal sound. Lyons, 
the subject design 
philosophy, had this say: 
“Basically use almost exclusive- 
Urei, Crown, EAW, and JBL, 
because it’s the best stuff could 
find. don’t try save money 
one item when that one item 
can make the whole system 
sound bad.” Altogether, the firm 
spent upwards $70,000 
topflight equipment the past 
year, procured through Lew 
Feldman Audio New York. 
Like the Paradise, another im- 
portant rock and roll outlet, the 
Channel, has neither the re- 
quisite history nor appearance 
good listening room.

now could you guys take 
little break from recording?’ 

Because the control room had 
been totally redesigned, one 
knew for certain what the sound 
would like. The Cars would 
make cassettes songs, run 
outside producer Roy Thomas 
car, and play them the 
tape deck because knew how 
the music should sound his 
machine. They discovered that 
the mixing could done 
Syncro only after they completed 
one track, took Sterling 
Sound New York (which 
supposedly produces the best 
mixes) for mastering, and 
brought back home find that 
was identical quality ones 
they had produced Syncro. 

Syncro, completed the re- 
cord time three months, 
deceptively small. The main re- 
cording studio and control room, 
office, and the recep- 
tion area are the ground floor; 
downstairs, there’s smaller stu- 
dio for drums called “the pit,” 
well-catalogued tape library, and 
lounge with television, stereo 
equipment, backgammon table, 
and the aforementioned, very 
high-tech tacky sofa. (Ocasek 
laughingly explained that 
rescued the sofa and its two 
matching chairs Italian-made 
but little loud for the average 
office from the basement 
business-furniture store for $100.) 
also kitchenette, and 
dining area done the patio 
Italian restuarant, complete 
with Cinzano umbrella and 
four lawn chairs arranged around 
table.

the floor floated insulation, 
sand, and wood. (“If four tanks 
rolled Newbury Street, 
feel vibration,” said 
Berkowitz.) 

The control room houses 
customized, automated, 36-input 
console; the board could accom- 
modate 40-track machine. From 
the recording studio, sliding 
glass door wrought-iron 
spiral staircase lead the drum 
room, which was one Roy 
Thomas ideas. “The 
philosophy the studio that 
musician wants muffle the 
can get big crackling drum 
sound without using electronic 
equipment,” said Berkowitz. The 
ambiently miked drum pit has 
non-paralleled curved surfaces 
and high, graduated ceiling 
featuring curved panels blue- 
stained oak. (Panels blue oak 
recur throughout the building. 
Ocasek explained with smile 
that the wood painted blue 
because all the members the 
Cars “hate The drum 
high ceiling pushes the 
sound upward; band chooses, 
can play balcony over- 
looking its drummer. Or, like half 
the bands that record Sycro 
do, can put the drums the 
upstairs studio. According 
Ocasek, the drum room mainly 
useful because isolates drums 
from the other instruments, but 
with some bands, like the hard- 
core Bad Brains, “you want 
everything leak together be- 
cause you want real live.” 
Still, the drum room one 
Syncro’s most intriguing features. 
Scott Billington, Rounder Re- 
producer (he won 
Grammy Award for Clarence 
“Gatemouth” album, 
Alright Again) said that one 
the reasons chose record 


blues guitarist Duke Robillard 
Syncro was that “the idea 
recording drums acoustic in- 
struments got hooked.” 

How musicians com- 
municate with one another and 
the control room while 
spread out Syncro’s many 
nooks and crannies? Video, 
course. Where there are outlets 
for amps, there are outlets for 
cameras and monitors. 
screen overlooks the sound board 
the control room; besides 
watching the drummer the pit, 
full-time engineers Thom Moore 
and Walter Turbitt and second 
engineers Roger Merritt, David 
Hegelmeier, and Brian Skarz can 
watch television video- 
cassettes movies (Road War- 
rior favorite) for inspiration. 
The control room features the 
latest equalizers limiters. 
Technician Andy Topeka, who 
builds Greg Hawkes’s keyboards 
and David Robinson’s elecronic 
drums, the mailing lists 
numerous electronics companies 
and regularly receives promo 
models new equipment. 

But the Cars discovered and 
kept some treasures that the 
Intermedia owners left behind 
ribbon mikes and tube mikes 
from the ancient German 
echoplate, tube equalizers, vin- 
tage Fender amps. Berkowitz said 
that Syncro state-of-the-art 
studio for “the last years and 
now. you want come here 
and make recordings that sound 
like Gene Vincent, have that 
equipment.” There’s also ar- 
ray outboard equipment 
harmonizers, flanger, phaser, 
and delay and the Cars’ 
extensive collection 
thesizers.

from Steve Berkowitz, who made 
financially possible for us, 
the guy who set our equip- 
ment. one has attitude 
there.” 

From observing Syncro’s relax- 
ed-but-professional staff and 
from talking the amiable, soft- 
spoken Ocasek one gets the 
feeling that Syncro very much 
“family” business. The Cars 
have had the same road crew 
since their days the Rat, and 
the members the crew all work 
Syncro, learning and honing 
recording skills and techniques, 
between the band’s infrequent 
tours. 

Berkowitz said that Syncro 
functions Roy Thomas 
apprenticeship system training 
engineers. Baker was mainten- 
ance man, tape operator, second 
engineer, first engineer, and staff 
producer his native England 
before becoming the indepen- 
dent producer the Cars, 
Queen, and others. And the corps 
engineers that worked under 
Baker the Cars’ albums came 
the same way most recently 
Taylor broke out his own, 
first engineer for Romeo 
Void’s Never Say Never (with 
Ocasek producing), then 
producer that band’s Benefac- 
tor album, and 
(with Vince Ely) the Ministry 
album. Said Berkowitz, have 
guy working here now 
Berklee student and he’s basically 
sweeper. But the couple 
hours day might spend 
the control room, he’s learning 
things about what you can really 
hear and how attain those 
sounds. had sweeper last 
year [Roger Merritt] and he’s 
second engineer now. You have 
blow few tracks, dump the 
programs the digital delay 
few times ... before you can 
really learn. But people are given 
enough time that.” 

Engineer Thom Moore, who 
started the Cars’ sound man, 
said that working closely with the 
Cars solo projects helps the 
engineers’ development: 
are the sessions where you get 
rapport with the artist and things 
start clicking. They beyond 
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what conception the songs, 
their conception the songs, 
was first.” The apprenticeship 
system has benefits for the musi- 
cians too, said Ocasek; there are 
always knowledgeable engineers 
and technicians around. “If you 
need come the spur the 
moment, not short 
people who are qualified.” 

Besides being 
ground for new technical talent, 
Syncro was conceived studio 
where local bands could get the 
chance work with state-of-the- 
art equipment and ideas. not

Berkowitz it’s simply too 
expensive studio for learning. 
And Syncro doesn’t “spec” 
work, where the studio becomes 
partner financing (and receiv- 
ing profits from) record. But 
Syncro has given reduced rates 
local bands, including the Dark 
and November Group. (The reg- 
ular starting rate $150 per 
hour.) And, said Berkowitz, con- 
trary local hearsay, one 
gets free ride here, including the 
people who own it.” 

Outsiders and locals view Syn- 
cro with mixture curiosity 
and hope. The studio has become 
tourist attraction for national 
bands when playing 
town; Ocasek said that Cheap 
Trick and the Go-Gos are con- 
sidering recording their next 
albums Syncro. “People like 
that come here and think, ‘My 
God, might more relaxing 
here than under the 
microscope New York, 
think that almost anybody who 
could come ... would get 
whatever they wanted out the 
studio.” 

Future plans for the studio 
include the addition off-line 
video-editing facility. And 
Ocasek said that Syncro may 
eventually start its own record 
label. Ocasek was adamant, how- 
ever, that even that happens, 
Syncro lose its balance 
musicians’ center and business. 
“It used the scene here 
when local bands would record 
studios and have sign 
agreements that 
would own part it. just 
was prerequisite that things 
were done the upright 
here, because didn’t want 
‘sleazy scene’ atmosphere.”
